REGIMENT OF U. S. REGULARS 
WILL INVADE BADGER STATE. 


Troops to Be Under Strict Army Dis- 
cipline and Every Precaution of 
War Taken in Month’s March. 


Dubuque, Ia., June 9.—Col. Getty and his 
provisional or experiméntal regiment of 
United States regulars who have been en- 
camped at Summer Hill, one mile south of 
Dubuque, since last Wednesday, will break 

p at 7:30 Monday morning, march 
through the city and across the Mississippi 
river at Eagle Point into Wisconsin, where 
an imaginary enemy is expected to be en- 
eountered. This regiment will march by 
easy stages to Sparta, Wis., going by way 
of Madison. It is anticipated the trip will 
take a month. 

The regiment is composed of seasoned men 
from Fort Crook, Fort Snelling, Fort Shert- 
dan. and Fort Brady. All have the most 
modern equipment, except the troops from 
Fort’ Brady, which have equipment now in 
genera! use in the United States army. The 
object is to make comparisons. 

Powerful automobiles and mule teams will ; 
be tested and compared as means of carry- 
ing equipment and supplies. Dubuque will 
continue to be the base of supplies until the 
regiment reaches Madison. 

As soon or even before the troops cross the 
river into Wisconsin scouts-will be sent out 
in every direction the same as would be fone 
were it positively known a hostile army’ was 
in the front. Camps will be picketed and 
every precaution taken that would be neces- 
sary in actual warfare.

HANFORD REFERS TO HIS CASE 
WHILE PASSING UPON ALIENS. 


Seattle Judge Condemns Anarchists 
and Persons Who Place Red Flag 
Above Stars and Stripes. 


Seattle, Wash., June 9.—Saturday was 

naturalization cay in United States Judge 
Hanford’s court. The judge as usual wore 
an American flag in the lapel of his coat and 

a large flag was stretched upon the wall be- 
nang him. 

The national house of representatives has 
just ordered an inquiry Into the conduct of 
Judge Hanford, whose impeachment 
sought by Congressman Berger. 

On the opening of court Judge Hanford 
read, for the benefit of the prospective citi- 
‘gens, a description of the government of the 
United States. He added a condemnation of 
anarchists and persons who placed the red 
flag above the stars and stripes. Then, lay- 
ing aside the paper, he said: 

“There has been uproar recently because 
the court canceled the naturalization of an 
alien who was alleged to have obtained his 
citizenship papers by fraud. The naturaliza- 
tion law confers upon the court power to 
cancel citizenship papers when obtained by 
perjury or fraud.”’ 

Judge Hanford read extracts from a Su- 
preme court decision handied down on May 
27, 1912, which affirms the authority of fed- 
eral judges to cancel citizenship papers.

| Great Armory Prepared for the 


Opening of the Democratic 
Convention. 


HOLDS SEATS: FOR 15,000. 


Large Sum Spent in Decoration 
and Other Work Within 


Building. 
Emer 


Baltimore, Md., June 9.—Work on the na- 
tional guard armory to prepare it for the 
Democratic national convention is complete 
and the great auditorium is ready to meet 
every requirement. 

The armory, which was built for the Fifth 
regiment, occupies nearly @ whole city 
square in the Mount Royal district, fronting 
on Hoffman street. At the two ends of the 
block are Park and Lincoln avenues, both 
of which carry trolley lines connecting with 
the business center.‘ Two blocks distant is 
the main station of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, and only a little further, barely five 
nfinutes’ walk, is the Union station. Within 
easy walking distance is the city’s largest 
hotel. 

The armory is surrounded by massive 
walls of gray granite, two stories high, from 
which rise twelve steel trusses that carry 
the arched roof to a_height of eighty-five 
feet. It is lighted by windows in the side 
walls and by a skylight that runs the whole 
length of the apex of the roof. The armory 
extends 364 feet in width in Hoffman and 
Preston streets and is 284 feet deep. The 
drili hall is 300x200 feet. 


Convention Fixtures Cost $35,000. 

To adapt the building further to conven-, 
tion purposes the state appropriated $35,000. 
The greater part of this sum has been spent 
to increase the seating capacity by putting 
in temporary balconies at the two ends of 
the drill hall. Decorations, which include 
the construction of a false ceiling to improve 
the acoustic properties, cost $7,000. 

Under the hands of the decorators the place 
has lost its military look, transformed by 
the more than 40,000 yards of bunting that 
hides the roof beams, drapes the walls, and 
covers practically every foot of the interior 
except the windows. 

The hall will seat comfortably more than 
15,000 persons, and those in charge of its 
preparation believe they have worked out 
their problem so that every member of this 
great audience can command a view of the 
speakers’ stand and understand what is 
being said. 

Speakers’ Stand Near Center. 

The speakers will stand out well toward 
the middle of the auditorium, directly oppo- 
site the main central entrance. The rostrum 
measures about fifteen feet long by ten feet 
deep. It is elevated six feet above the main 
floor. 

Back of the rostrum, two feet above it and 
communicating by steps, is another platform 
of the same size for the use of the secre- 
taries of the convention. Back of this are 
600 seats, banked at the rear toa height of 
fourteen feet, which are reserved for the 
officers of the national organization. 

Grouped about the speakers’ platform,: at 
both sides and in front, are 435 seats for the 
press. These communicate through passage- 
ways under the banked up seats behind with

which have been fitted up for the use of the 
newspapers and press associations and tele- 
graph and telephone companies. ‘

‘HOW BAD MILK DOES HARM. 

OW. good milk does harm is another 

story. This one relates to bad 

milk. Unfortunately, good and 

bad milk leok much alike, smell 


act much alike on many of those who drink 
it; but differently on others. Men differ 
greatly in their susceptibility to disease. . 
Nobody tries to judge of milk by its looks. 
When we come to the tasté and odor, the 
dealer habitually, dnd customers occasion- 
ally, make use of this method of judging. 
Most of the milk odors and favors are 
of stable origin—but the le have ac 
quired a stable palate. When a pure milk, 
and therefore odorless and almost tasteless, 
IAPR lelate must be re- 
educated. The odor and flavor test is not 


‘much help in determining the wholesome- 


ness of milk, 
—~o- 
This is what is meant by varying sus- 
ceptibility: If 100 grown people were to 


them would contract tuberculosis. If 100 
children were to drink from the same batch, 
many of them would get abdominal tubercu- 
losis. If the germ in the milk were that of 
scarlet fever or diphtheria, the difference 
between the sickness rates of grown people 
and the children would be greater still. 
When it comes to typhoid fever, the shoe 
would be on the other foot. It is in the dis- 
ease known as summer complaint that the 
greatest. difference lies. 

Every pow and then we read of a picnic 
party being poisoned by ice cream. In such 
cases at least SO per cent of the party is 
poisoned; few escape because of immunity. 

The milk poison which harms babies is 
much more subtle. It misses all of the 
grown people, and even many of the babies. 
If a mother concludes, because the milk 
has not made her baby sick, it has not made 
other babies sick, or that it may not make 
her baby sick next week, or that it is good 
milk, she will be in error frequently. Ifshe 
is to protect the health of her baby, she 
must be constantly vigilant. 


- —_- 


The most important quality to watch for 
is freshness. Where the cow is kept on the 
lot, or the milk is bought from a neighbor, 
little watching is needed; but when the cows 
are in one state, and the babies in another, 
and all sorts of trains, wagons, and people 
in between, getting fresh milk is dificult. 

In some towns all of the dealers, and iv 
this town some of the dealers, stamp or 
write the day of the week on the cap of the 
milk bottle.. I wonder if consumers always 
look for the date on the cap, and I wonder 
how many refuse to take.a bottle on Tues- 
day because it is stamped “‘ Monday.” Milk 
may be thoroughly wholesome on Monday, 
and by Tuesday be bad enough to knock 
down one of every ten babies who drink it. 

Taking it all in all, the milk which does 
most harm is that which is not quite fresh 
enough to be good for all the babies who 
drink it and yet is too fresh to harm all~ 
dangerous bpt not showing it.

Tells Needs of Paper. 

‘We have no means of answering our ene- 
mies and of taking the offensive against 
them,’ argued Dr. Adolph Weiner, cha!r- 
man of the committee on press, which advo- 
cated the resolution, *‘ while they have a 
menthliy paper in -which they have attacked 
our organization and its officers. 

‘It has been charged that this isan organ- 
ization of brewers and saloonkeepers, and 
nothing could be furtFer from the truth; but 
we have no means of educating the public to 
the real purposes of the organization. We 
now are sending out circular letters telling 
the actions of the association on the differ- 
ent candidajes in elections. Frequently they 
are mistaken for other campaign literature 
and thrown away, and they are not long 
enough to permit of argument in favor of the 
indorsement or the condemnation of the 
candidates.

The results of the Olympic trials held in 
the east and central west on Saturday 
show that America will be represented by 
another formidable track and fleld team in 
the world’s games at Stockholm, Sweden, 
next month. In nearly every Olympic event 
the record was either broken, tied, or missed 
by slight margins. 

Although the performances were of stellar 
brand, the record breaking feats of Marc 
Wright in the pole vaule and T. J. Kramer in 
the 10,000 meter run Were the features of 
the trials. Wright cleared the bar in the 
pole vault at the dizzy height of 13 feet 24 
inches, beating Bobby Gardner's record of 
13 feet 1 inch. Kramer established a new 
record in the long run by covering the dis- 
tance in 31:433-5. This is a new Olympic 
event, but the performance can be better 
appreciated when it is known he ran six 
miles in 30:43. 


Vault Mark May Bo Broken, 

Just how high the vaulters can go isa mat- 
ter of cénjecture and many persons are at a 
loss to explain the continued record breaking 
performances in this event. Years ago 10 
feet was considered a great vault, but in the 
intervening time the vaulters have improved 
so much that now a vaulter has no chance 
in an open meét unless he can clear twelve 
feet.

Economical Housekeeping 


Some Preserves and Pickles. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


UPPOSE one rarely cooks or prepares the 
same dish twice alike. Suppose it is her 
business or her pleasure to find out all 
the ways there are of making a stew or 
mixing a cake, of putting up fruit or 

concocting a pickle. Under such circumstances 
she will welcome every piece of literature that 
comhes into hef hands. She will learn to read 
recipes with an earnestness she never expected 
to put into anything so presumably prosaic. If 
this column can help to bring about such ea 
reading of recipes it will have accomplished one 
of its sincerest aims, 

The following recipes were taken from what 
we may call a little monograph with the title 
“The Best Recipes for Jellies, Preserves, Mar- 
malades, Conserves, Chutney, Catsup, and 
Pickles,” by Daisy Wilson Barnet. 


-e 

Imitation Canton Ginger.—Take your carrots, 
scrape carefully, cut in pieces the size of the 
West Indian preserved ginger; parboil gently to 
keep from breaking; drain carefully; let lie on 
sieve all night. The next day weigh, put equal 
weight of sugar with tablespoon of essence of 
ginger, the yellow rind of one-half a lemon and 
one-fourth pint of water to each pound of car- 
rots; simmer gently four hours, then lift the 
pieces out carefully, put in small jars, remov- 
ing the lemon peel; boil the sirup quickiy for 
ten minutes, add a wine glass of brandy to a 
pint; when cool seal same as jelly and keep in a 
cool place. 

Strawberry Preserves.—A delicious preserve 
may be made by hulling strawberries that are 


free from blemish and rot overripe and placing. 


them in a porcelain kettle with their weight in 
white sugar. Allow them to stand over night 
and in the morning set them over the range 
and allow them to boil steadily for an hour. 
Not a drop of water should be used; the juice 
from the berries will furnish all the liquid neo- 


essary.

Rhubarb and Orange Marmalade—Peel six 
oranges carefully, take away the white rind, 
slice the pulps into a double boiler with the 
yellow peel cut very small, add two pounds of 


rhubarb stalks cut very fine and one pound and . 


a half of sugar. Boil down untir the mass is 
thick and smooth, stirring frequently. There is 
no other marmalade that can be made that ex- 
cels this for delicate flavoring. 

Pieplant Marmalade—Cut pileplant wp very 
fine and to each cupful add the pulp and juice 
of one orange, a teaspoonfu! of the grated yel- 
low of the rind, one tnblespoonful of lemon 
juice, and one and a half cupfuls of sugar, Let 
etand until sugar is dissolved, boil rapidly until 
transparent, then add one-half cupful of 
blanched almonds cut in thin slices, boil up 
once, and put in glasses. 

Pineapple Marmalade.—Select ripe, juicy pine- 
apples; pare, out out the specks, and grate on 
a grater all but the core. Weigh and allow-a 
pound of sugar to each eg ke of fruit. Cook 
from twenty minutes bk half an hour. 


Ripe Cherry Pickles. —Fill giass jars with 
sound, clean cherries on the etem, Turn over 
them cold spiced vinegar. Scald the vinegar and 
put into it mace, nutmeg, and coriander seed. 
Tie these in a thin cloth, boil five minutes, 


skim, and remove the spices. Paste egg papers 


over the bottles. Ready in six weeks. 

Raisin Sweet Pickle-—Two pounds seeded rai- 
gins, three dozen. cucumbers, one quart vinegar, 
one tablespoon each of cinnamon and mace, two 


tablespoons of white mustard seed, three cups — 
black pepper. Bofl the seeded raisins — 


of brown sugar, one tablespoon
